Sixth Report of the Standing Committee on County Roads. 


To the Warden and Members of the Council of the County of Oxford: 


. ( 
Gentlemen: Your Committee beg leave to submit to you a brief 


summary of the work carried out under our direction on the County 
Road System during the past year. : 


There has been expended on the County Road System to 
November 15th the sum of $79,386.60, of which $60,924.04 was for 
materials and payments on contract work and the remainder of 
$18,462.56 was paid on salaries and wages. The estimated net ex- 


penditure on County roads for the year is $84,000.00; which is all . 


subsidizable and will leave a credit in the County road account of 


approximately $7,000.00 after the subsidy is credited to the year’s 


operations. All the work has been completed except the work that 
had to be curtailed on account of materials not being available,

In the general accounts there has been expended for office, sal- 
aries and expenses, including insurance, the sum of $4,757.76 of the - 
$6,000.00 appropriated. Machinery repairs to date have cost

- Bridges and Boundary Bridges

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General Maintenance 





The work for the year consisted mostly of maintenance. The ~ 
70 miles of resurfacing with gravel and crushed stone provided for q 
in the estimates has been completed and also the year’s dustlaying 
of 45 miles was completed, but the surface treating of bituminous 
pavements had to be reduced from 27.7 miles to 16.7 miles. The 
County’s allotment of 15 tons of chemical weed killer was delivered — 
in August and nine tons were used in spraying the road sides on sec- 
tions which have been graded to a standard width and on which the 
shoulders need not be disturbed again. The remaining six tons are 
carried in stock for next year. The following summary gives the 
operations in detail. | 


Dustlaying—45 miles were treated with calcium chloride, ap- 
proximately one with flake and the rest with liquid calcium. The 
cost to date has been $8,167.60 or approximately $182.00 per mile. 


Dragging—In early spring the gravel sections were maintained 
by the local patrolmen with horse-drawn graders and sincé have 
been maintained with the power graders. About the middle of June 
one of the older power graders was taken off the road and maintain- 
ing was carried on by three power graders and the F.W.D. truck 
with the Price Planer. Dragging to date has cost $12,076.80. 


Brushing and Weed Control—Owing to the late delivery of 
chemical weed killer the first cutting of weeds was undertaken by 
the local patrolmen and chemical weed killer was used on part of the 
system in late summer as outlined above. The cost of weed control 
to date is $2,813.79, of which $830.40 is for chemical in stock for next — 
year. 


Snow Roads—From January lst on, the snowplows operated a 
total of 686 hours. The 148,000 feet of snow fence owned by the 
County was taken down in the spring and stored and is now being 
erected for the coming winter. A supply of snow fence posts to re- 
place those broken and stolen has been purchased. The expenditure 
to date is $3,789.53.

Repairs to Drains—All sections on the paved sections which 


showed any sign of weakness were drained with stone drains or tile 
drains backfilled with stone. $2,335.48 has been spent to date on 
drains.

) Repairs to Grade—The work charged to this account takes care 
of the repairs to road grades and filling washouts on shoulders to- 
gether with any light grading that may be done. The cost of this 
work to date has been $3,503.89. Account received this year on last 
year’s work amounted to $707.05, which is included in the above

Guard Rails—The County has in ‘stock at present some 360 | 


guard rail posts. These posts will be used in repairing present guard 
rails and in erecting guide posts along steep embankments. Sup- 
plies and labour have cost $207.51 to date.
